most remarkable manner. At the same 
time the liquidation and lower prices 
ate the best evidences of future improve. 
ment financially and commercially that 
could be desired. They point to a saner 
order of things and a more: normal way 
of living. . 

The readjustment in progress is shown 
in the course of bank clearings through- 


out the country whicl*have undergone a 


marked shrinkage. There has been lately 
a falling off in iron and steel pro- 
duction and a slowing down in the allied 
industries. The copper and textile in- 
dustries also have experienced a decline 
recentFv. 

But there is nothing in the entire situ- 
ation to cause the slightest worry, how- 
ever unpleasant the temporary effect 
may be. The fundamental conditions 
are sound.

Can it be true, though, that Mr. Rubenow goes to the root of 
the matter when he says that the fiction of the servant being a 
member of the family at $3 a week ought to be abolished? This 
might have applied more;strongly once—before the other industries 
mentioned offered so much freedom and profit; but probably most 
families understand how difficult it is now to secure a well-qualified 
maid of all work at any price, not to specify five to eight dollars 
a week. If the plan of organizing the servants includes measures 
for encouraging in them an ambition to shine in their chosen sphere, 
as well as\to command the wages and privileges that go with com- 
petency, it cannot but meet with general favor. There is no reason 
why this kind of service: Should not be rated on the same plane 
with all other honorable trades or professions.

These evidences of material prosperity in Brazil have not been 
made possible, either, by stringent measures of econcmy. : 
comparatively recent expenditures for public works, modern build- 
ings, manufactories, civic beautification and impre it in all 
directions have been enormous. The country’s rich and varied 
agricultural and mineral resources, however, are its source of 
replenishment. Chief among them, of course, is coffee 
in which Brazil leads the world, but manufacturing and rubber pro- 
duction have been developing with ‘astonishing rapidity, as has 
commerce with othef nations, growth of which was nat favored 
by harbors, bays, ports and anchorages that wotild accommodate 
vessels*of any draft. The extent of transoceanic¢ traffic alone with 
Brazil is shown by the 95,000 or 100,000 imnngrants and colonists. 
who swarm int that country each year. These Europeans seldom — 
return to their native lands, but swell the predominant white popu- - 
lation which was a legacy from: Portugal to Brazil.
